New Regulations For Protecting 
Alberta Crops From Waterfowl 


Farm crops in Alberta will have greater protection from ducks 


and other migratory waterfowl 


this year as the result of new 


regulations announced by the Department of Lands and Forests. 
Three types of permits are now available for scaring or killing 


ducks in areas where they are causing extensive damage to crops. 


previous to the opening of the-hunting season. These include an. 


individual permit for killing migratory birds; a general area per- | 


mit for scaring birds; and a general area permit for killing birds. 


Heavy rains during the last two 
years have accounted for a substan- 
tial increase in the number of ducks 
in: Alberta, with the result that the 
old regulations were inadequate to 
meet the situation. The new crop 
protection regulations were prepared 
after careful study by the Federal 
Government and the Prairie Prov- 
inces, ‘ 

One of the main differences in the 
regulations is that responsibility for 
the issuing of permits to farmers 
has been transferred from the Fed- 
eral to the Alberta Government, Per- 
mission to shoot or scare unwanted 
waterfowl now can be obtained with- 
out waiting for approval from Ot- 
tawa. Another revision eliminates 
the restriction of seven helpers to 
one killing permit, 

The individual permit is issued by 
a Game Officer or the R.C.M.P, to 
any person owning, leasing or resid- 
ing on a farm less than 1,280 acres 
in size. This permit allows the 
farmer and any of his employees to 
kill ducks and geese damaging his 
crops, 

The general area permits are is- 
sued by the Fish and Game Com- 
missioner where individual permits 
cannot successfully cope with the 
number of migratory birds damag- 
ing crops. The areas covered by the 
permits are specified by the Alberta 
Government and include those »where 
crop damage is particularly heavy. 

The scaring permit allows any 
resident of Alberta to use firearms 
for scaring birds within a specified

ful a killing permit may be issued, 
allowing any resident of Alberta to 
shoot migratory birds within the 
area, 

In order that farmers may be pro- 
tected against over-zealous hunters, 
the Game Act prohibits the shooting 
on any posted land without the con- 
sent of the owner, In addition, the 
Criminal Code of Canada allows the 
owner to remove any persons who 
may be trespassing on his land. 


In announcing the new regulations, 
the Department of Lands and For- 
ests stated that blinds, decoys, duck 
or goose calls cannot be used, and 
the shooting within 50 yards of any 
water area is prohibited. Also, the 
actual shooting of migratory birds 
is limited to fields where agricul- 
tural crops, either standing or cut, 
are found, This does not include 
stubble, summerfallow or pasture 
land. 


Cannot Discover

J. P. Linduska, chief of the Game 
Management Branch of the U.S. Fish 
and Wild Life Service of Washing- 
ton, D.C., made the statement here 
while on a trip through western 
Canada contacting all U.S. wild life 
service employes, 

He said that at least five planes 
and 20 men are banding, studying 
and taking a waterfowl census in 
the west. A special effort is being 
made to discover the home of the 
rare whooping crane, There are only 
about 30 specimens in existence. 

Mr. Linduska said recent reports 
indicate the waterfowl population in 
Manitoba is the same or possibly a 
little higher than last year.

Operation Of 
An Elevator ‘ 
Potato Digger 


Practically all serious bruising or 
mechanical injury caused by potato 
diggers during harvest can be pre- 
vented by careful operation and ad- 
justment of the digger. It is most 
important to have a soil cushion on 
the elevator chain so that the tubers 
do not come in direct contact with 
the elevator chain. This can be done 
by several adjustments. The agita- 
tion and speed of the elevator chain 
as well as the depth of operation of 


the digger point have an influence | 


on the soil cushion, says A. I. Ma- 
gee, Division of Field Husbandry, 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

Agitation of the chain shakes the 
soil through the elevator, but if too 
severe, allows the potatoes to bounce 
on the steel rods causing injury. The 


agitation should be sufficient only to | 


prevent the tubers being buried be- 
hind the digger. The depth of oper- 
ation of the digger blade should be 
only low .enough to prevent cutting 
the potatoes and provide enough soil 
on the elevator chain to cushion the 
potatoes. The speed of the elevator 
chain controls the amount of soil 
carried by it. The chain should travel 
about one and one-quarter times as 
fast as the forward travel of the dig- 
ger. For example, when the digger 
moves ahead 100 feet the chain 
should travel 125 feet. With faster 
speeds than this, there is less soil 
on’the chain, which, combined with 
the higher speed of the chain, in- 
crease the amount of bruising. 

To reduce mechanical injury dur- 
ing the harvesting of potatoes, the™ 
following rules should be observed:— 

(a) Have digger point deep enough 

to supply. sufficient soil to 
cushion the potatoes, 
(b) Have the ratio of elevator 
Speed to ground speed at 14: 
1 to maintain the soil cushion. 

(c) Use agitators or kickers only 
when essential to prevent 
burying the tubers,

Great Industry 
Now Operating 
Near Edmonton 


EDMONTON.—The first silken 
strands of synthetic yarn pro- 
duced from the miles of pipe and 
tubing at the $55,000,000 plant 
of the Canadian Chemical Co., 
east of Edraonton. 


It was the birth of a new and po- 
tentially great industry for the oil 
boom capital, But it was carried 
out without fanfare as two of the 
10 giant yarn-spinning machines be- 
gan producing spools of fibre. 

The plant in three months is ex- 
pected to be producing 300,000 
pounds of filament and staple fibre 
a week, Production will increase as 
operators ar- trained to handle the 
complicated machines and as engi- 
neers iron out wrinkles. 

The employees now number about 
400. They will be increased to be- 
tween 700 and 800. They work in 
buildings sprawling over 430 acres. 

One of the largest buildings 
houses machinery to process cellu- 
lose from Prince Rupert, B.C. Cel- 
lulose and acetone are the two main 
ingredients of the synthetic yarn,

and packing on cones, the yarn is 


| ready for shipment. 


In petro-chemical units, the prov- 
ince’s natural gas is piped through 
a maze of processing equipment to 
emerge as chemicals.

anol, used as an anti-freeze; propano, 
used for automobile brake fluids;

pharmaceuticals,

Rainbow Trout 
Are Thriving In 
Artificial Lake 


MEDICINE HAT—Cavan Lake, 
a small landlocked irrigation 
reservoir 15 miles east of this 
southern Alberta city, has pro- 
duced a record growth of rain- 
bow trout from an experimental 
planting 11 months ago. 


The colorful trout—18,000 of them 
—were planted as fingerlings of less 
than an inch in length in late May, 
1952, Today the lake is filled with 
fighting beauties six to 12 inches in 
length and weighing up to one 
pound, In another six months the 
largest are expected to measure 16 
to 18 inches and weigh two pounds 
or more, 

Game warden Henry Bertelson 
claims it is one of the outstanding 
fisheries phenomena of Alberta. 

Many fisheries officials had declar- 
ed at the outset that the scheme 
was doomed to failure. The lake is 
fed by spring runoff waters from the 
Cypress Hills, but for 11 months of 
the year is virtually stagnant except 
for irrigation withdrawals, 

Bertelson attributed the rich food 
gathered’ by spring supply waters 
coursing over the open prairies as 
responsible for the record growth of 
the game fish during the winter. He 
estimates more than one-half of last 
year’s planting survived, and that 
the lake is capable of carrying up 
to 50,000 mature trout. 

The fingerlings were obtained from 
the Calgary fish hatcheries. Applica- 
tion is being made for another stock 
this year. 

Bertelson says the artificial lake, 
established just two years ago, will 
have to be stocked every year.. The 
trout will not propagate in Cavan 
Lake, with no spawning grounds 
available, 

Application will be made for an 
open season this year at the lake, 
President Bill Clark of the Medicine 
Hat Fish and Game Association says 
it could become a mecca for anglers 
from all over Alberta, 

Owners of the irrigation lake, a 
co-operative water users’ association, 
have indicated fullest co-operation 
with the. fish and game ‘association 
in developing the area for resort and 
fishing purposes. 


Timber Production 
Drops In Value 


Timber produced in Saskatchewan 
has dropped eight per cent. in value. 
E. J. Marshall, director of forests 
said production was valued at §8,- 
785,667 for the year ended March 
81, Poor pulpwood market condi- 
tions were mainly responsible for the 
decline, Mr, Marshall said, Output 
of pulpwood, power and telephone 
poles dropped to offset greater pro- 
duction of lumber and railroad ties.

Winning Fight 
With Grain Rust 


EDMONTON.—Canada’s plant 
breeders say they are winning 
the fight against rust but even 
as they work their old enemy is 
right on their backs. 


The never-ending fight—test tubes 
and patience lined up against nature 
—has entered a new phase with na- 
ture scoring the opening blow. 

Rust, a fungus much like yeast 
or common athlete’s foot, has been 
threatening grain fields of Western 
Canada and the United States for as 
long as farmers can remember, 

As federal government cereal lab- 
oratories, such as that in Edmonton, 
developed stronger wheats~to with- 
stand rust, nature in its hit-and-miss 
fashion developed a stronger rust. 

The latest is Race 15B3, a hardier 
cousin of Race 15B, It was first 
found in the Regina district, just a 
few years after the Winnipeg labor- 
atory bred an answer to Race 15B, 

Now the fight goes on, in the lab- 
oratories ard in small plots on pri- 
vate farms where growers donate 
their time in a common cause, 

The grower knows what damage 
rust can do. About 37 years ago it 
destroyed an estimated 100,000,000 
bushels of grain on the Canadian 
Prairie. 

Rust showed up at the earliest 
recorded date in Manitoba this year 
and the danger was increased he- 
cause of late crops. Eating quickly 
into wheat stalks and leaves, the 230 
known races take a yearly toll in 
poor yields and damaged kernels, 

To the laboratories has fallen the 
task of finding new wheat strains 
capable of resisting the blight. But 
their work doesn’t end there. 

The Winnipeg“laboratory develop- 
ed a new potato, The Edmonton lab 
has come up with a more convenient 
method of combatting loose barley 
smut. 

The smut, another fungus, turns 
kernels into fine brown powder, The 
old method of fighting it called for 
the soaking of seed in hot water 
which had to be kept at a constant 
temperature, a difficult procedure on 
the farm. 

The gew method uses water and 
@ fungicide called pergon and the 
water doesn’t have to be hot.

Newest Type Of 
Beet Harvester 
Comes To Canada 


At the request of the Canadian 
Sugar Beet Growers’ Association, a 
British firm has designed a new 
type of windrowing sugar beet har- 
vester, the first production model of 
which is on its way to Canada, 

Normally, sugar beet harvésters 
have an elevator attachment which 
drops the topped beet into a follow- 
ing loading trailer, necessitating a 
full-time driver. In place of the ele- 
vator the harvester designed for 
Canada has a windrowing conveyor 
which can windrow the beet from 
six rows into one line, It can be ad- 
justed to windrow each of the six 
rows in succession. When this oper- 
ation has been completed, an auto- 
matic loader is driven down. the line 
and loads all six rows at one sweep. 
This means that, on a large farm 
where a number of harvesters are 
employed, the loading vehicle is op- 
erating at maximum capacity and 
can often deal with loads from two 
harvseters instead of one. 

In all respects, except for the con- 
veyor, the harvesters being manu- 
factured for Canada are of standard 
design, the process. being for the 
beet to be topped and lifted in the 
normal way. )
